Claims 2-5, 9, 10, 
18, and 19 are pending and are hereby reconsidered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5, 9, 10, 18, and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

All allowable claims, Claims 2-5, 9, 1 0, 1 8, and 19, are limited to isolated nucleic acid 
molecules encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 2, vectors, host cells, pharmaceutical 
compositions, and kits. Said polynucleotides encode the AKAP18 splice variant, AKAP188, set 
forth by SEQ ID NO: 2. The AKAP 188 set forth by SEQ ID NO: 2 has a credible utility as a 
mediator of protein kinase A-stimulated translocation of the aquaporin 2 water channel, AQP2, 
into the apical plasma membrane of renal cells (Fig 8). Thus, the recited invention has a specific, 
substantial, and credible patentable utility.
